NEWS IN BRIEF 





In telegraphic form, here are latest 
news developments on the engineering 
and construction front during the week. 


Construction—Plans for a $2,000,- 
000 child health center in Seattle, 
Wash., have been announced, also the 
allocation of $1.750,000 for two junior 
high schools. . . . The May Depart- 
ment Stores will erect a $4,000,000 
building at Phoenix, Ariz. . . . Ground 
clearing has started for the $2,000,000 
Alford terminal warehouse at Dallas, 
Tex. ... Plans for the new $3,000,000 
union station at Toledo, Ohio, are about 
complete. . . . Approval for 31 build- 
ing projects in Georgia, totalling $628.- 
030, was granted by the CPA during 
the first two weeks of this month. 


Housing—A $470,000 colony of 106 
houses is being built at Lancaster, a 
suburb of St. John, N. B. Completion 
of the Jefferson Barracks emergency 
housing project, to take care of the 
needs of former service men of St. 
Louis and St. Louis County, Mo., seems 
assured. The Federal Public Housing 
Authority on Sept. 9 notified Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann that funds have 
been allocated the city to complete a 
total of 1.000 housing units. 


Highways—The first work on an 
urban expressway for Houston, Tex., 
will be included in 42 projects for which 
the state highway department will take 
bids this week. . . . The Florida road 
department will receive bids Oct. 3 for 
construction, widening or resurfacing 
of 95 miles of highway in ten coun- 
ties. . . . More work remains uncon- 
tracted on Arkansas’ 1946 highway pro- 
gram than has been programmed for 
1947. Highway Director J. C. Baker 
attributed the situation to a combina- 
tion of factors including lack of tech- 
nical help in the department to pre- 
pare the 1947 project estimates for 
Public Roads Administration approval 
and the virtual impossibility of ob- 
taining bids on 1946 jobs which include 
bridge structures requiring use of steel.

Bond Issues—Graham, N. C., will 
hold an election on a proposal for 
$300,000 in bonds for a new water 
plant. . . . Bond issues for various im- 
provements are to be voted on in No- 
vember in these Ohio communities: 
Greenfield, Canton, Washington Town- 
ship, Hamilton, Defiance, Hicksville, 
Shelby, Marysville, Maumee, and in 
Medina and Clinton counties. Voters 
at Watseka, Ill., Sept. 3 approved $380,-

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Employment on construction work 


rises, but skilled men remain scarce 


Scarcities of all types of labor exist in some areas—Wage con- 
ditions upset by temporary removal of federal controls 


Total employment on construction, 
including private, public and force ac- 
count work, reach 2,317,000 in August, 
according to preliminary reports of the 
U. S. Bureau of Labor Statistics. This 
figure is 123,000 or 5.6 percent above 
the total of 2,194,000 for July, and is 
82.9 percent above the January, 1946 
total of 1,267,000. (For more details 
of construction employment in recent 
years, see “Construction Trends” ENR 
July 25, issue page 49.) 

The most rapid expansion in employ- 
ment occurred on home building, where 
four times more men were employed 
this August than last year, the figure 
having jumped from 206,000 to 828,- 
000. While there were almost as many 
working on non-residential building as 
on home construction in August, 1946, 
the rate of increase over the year was 
relatively less. = 


Labor situation varies 


The availability- of labor varies 
widely. depending in large measure on 
the availability of construction mate- 
rials. Consequently, the U. S. Employ- 
ment Service believes that any consid- 
erable increase in the supply of such 
materials would result in an immediate 
shortage of labor that would be as seri- 
ous as the current shortage of materials. 

Bricklayers and carpenters have con- 
tinued scarce generally despite mate- 
rials delays. Plumbers, plasterers, 
painters and electricians are becoming 
harder to find as more houses near com- 
pletion. The USES feels there will be 
more construction laborers available 
when improvement in the flow of ma- 
terials assures steadier employment. 
However, low wages, particularly in the 
south, are a factor contributing to the 
reluctance of workers to take laborers’ 
jobs. ‘ 

In order to recruit masons for an 
emergency housing project for 1,900 
student-veterans of Indiana University, 
Bloomington, Ind., Economic Stabilizer 
John R. Steelman has approved pay- 
ment of a temporary rate of $1.9714 
an hour, which is 10c. above the area 
rate. The rate will apply only to work 
on the project at the Indiana school. 


Many wage increases approved 


In 920 decisions made since the OPA 
and wage controls were reinstated July 
25, the Wage Adjustment Board has 
approved 507 applications for increases, 





has modified the increases sought in 
270 requests, and has denied an in- 
crease in 143 cases. The WAB re- 
ceives about 200 applications a week 
and has about 1,000 awaiting decision. 

The WAB would not estimate the 
number of situations that required roll- 
back of increases put into effect during 
the OPA hiatus July 1-25 and later 
found unapprovable. The National 
Wage Stabilization Board, which han- 
dles enforcement actions against viola- 
tors, believes that there were not many. 
Cleveland union carpenters had to cut 
back 2%4c. Three instances were re- 
ported in Detroit. The NWSB is still 
doing a big business against wage vio- 
lators, docketing some 375 cases a 
week. It has 5,500 complaints of vio- 
lations on hand. 


Florida asks CPA OK on 
$8,000,000 for buildings 


Applications for construction of state 
buildings costing approximately $8,000,- 
000, to be started before the end of the 
year, will be filed by the Florida State 
Improvement Commission with the 
Jacksonville office of the Civilian Pro- 
duction Administration, it has been dis- 
closed by Charles L. Ledford, district 
CPA manager at Jacksonville. 

A tabulation of the state’s present 
building needs, prepared by C. H. 
Overman, director of the improvement 
commission, has been sent to Washing- 
ton to be studied by CPA officials. 

Most of the desired construction is 
proposed for the University of Florida, 
where a temporary program costing 
about $2,000,000 already is under way 
to meet “pressing needs of the fall 
enrollment,” according to Overman’s re- 
port. Building projects also are in- 
cluded for the State College for Women, 
Florida A. and M., the School for 
Deaf and Blind, the Florida Farm 


Colony, the Industrial School for Boys.

the OPA to take price ceilings off rein- 
forcing bars, but the agency refused. 
However, because of the activities of 
the AGC and other interested groups, 
reinforcing bars have been added to 
the list of construction materials that 
may not be exported without a license 
from the Office of International Trade 
of the Department of Commerce. 


Cement inventories decline 


The Bureau of Mines reveals that the 
inventories of portland cement at the 
mills are at the lowest point since the 
war program began. The total has 
dropped from 11,064,000 bbl. at the 
end of July to 9,322,000 bbl. at the 
end of August. 


Increased demand and the shortage * 


of coal due to strikes have been the 
big factors in producing this decline. 
The severe shortage of railroad cars for 
shipping purposes has further added 
to the problem, with the result that at 
the present time there are shortages in 
many parts of the country. 

Cement has become so short in sup- 
ply that the National Housing Agency 
on Aug. 27 had cement placed under 
priority control by adding this ma- 
terial to Schedule A of Priorities Regu- 
lation 33 (ENR Sept. 5, vol. p. 281). 
Under priority distribution, about 20 
percent of the total output of cement 
will be channeled into the veterans 
housing program. 


Because of the controls recently im- 
posed by NHA to curtail non-housing 
work, the demands for cement are ex- 
pected to drop somewhat in the next 
few weeks. The normal reduction of 
cor&truction in the northern states also 
is expected to curtail further operations 
requiring a large amount of cement. 
As a result, the Civilian Production Ad- 
ministration and other government 
agencies hold out some hope for an 
improvement in the cement supply pic- 
ture late this year and early next. Also, 
July production was up to 15,421,000 
bbl., to make a production rise of 6 
percent over June. 

Ceiling prices set by the OPA are 
not looked upon as an important factor 
in producing the shortage of cement. 
Since March. 1942, the OPA has 
granted a cement price increase total- 
ing 20c. per barrel throughout the 
country and a total of 30c. in southern 
California. A further price increase 
of 5c. per barrel has been permitted 
where deliveries are being made in 
bags. 

The OPA further reveals that the 
supply of sand, gravel, and crushed 
stone remains so short that these ma- 
terials must remain under OPA price 
controls. In contrast. the supply of 
slag has improved sufficiently that this 
material has been removed from price 
controls, except where the material is 
to be used for light-weight aggregate.

Allied building experts drive to direct German research toward 
use of plastics in construction of prefabricated housing—Britain 
builds 20,000 permanent homes—France pushes large power

Germany— As part of an effort to orient German research in the direction 
of prefabricated housing, Allied government experts have now had set up in 
Berlin an exhibit of five model prefabricated houses made of polyvinyl! plastics 


that is admittedly visionary. 

The use of plastics—or other sub- 
stitutes—is seen as a prime need for 
German housing, since more conven- 
tional building materials are almost un- 
obtainable. Efforts to foster prefabri- 
cation along more conventional lines 
were doomed from the start. The Ger- 
mans were found to be 10 or 15 years 
behind even in their thinking on pre- 
fabricated housing—their production 
being limited to a relatively small output 
of factory-made wooden sections, and 
some small work with concrete block 
and foam-concrete sections. 

Insufficient timber resources, the re- 
duced level of steel output and the 


ban on aluminum ruled out these three 
standard materials. Only concrete 
seems likely as a prospect, and even 
this material is somewhat limited. 

Several months ago American au- 
thorities, eager to get the Germans 
working on the project of housing 
themselves, organized a research panel 
of architects, engineers and other quali- 
fied representatives of the German 
building industry, and established an 
experiment center at Stuttgart. The 
panel was instructed to develop new 
designs, incorporating whatever materi- 
als it could get fabricated, but using 
wood and steel sparingly. 

Twelve designs have thus far been ap- 
proved, and the five models now on 
display in Berlin are taken from these 
designs. The American type, shown in 
the accompanying picture, was designed 
by Robert R. Henry, chief of the U. S. 


Military Government’s building ma- 


terials and construction branch. French, | 


Russian, British and German versions 
are also included. 

Although the Germans were well ad- 
vanced in manufacture of many “er- 
satz” materials, their experience in the 


Germany’s future plastics production 
is in doubt until reparations are settled. 
No one seriously expects production 
of houses utilizing polyvinyl to the ex- 
tent of the American model. Two and 
a half tons would be required to pro- 
duce this type. On the other hand, these 
considerations do not rule out the pos- 
sibility of the Germans meeting the 
need for substitute materials out of 
plastics to some degree. Experts have 
pointed out that development of resin- 
bonded materials that could meet tests 
of weather and structural strength 
might result from the research now 
being carried on. 


England—Up to the end of July, 
British private industry and govern- 
ment effort had succeeded in building a 
total of 60.452 houses, of which 20,027 
were permanent structures, the Minis- 
try of Health reported recently.

Highways and Transport .. 


Mexico—During the fiscal year 
1945-46 the Mexican government com- 
pleted work on repair, reconstruction or 
new pavement, on nearly 2,000 miles 
of highways, at a cost of about $23,- 
000,000, according to an annual report 
by the Ministry of Communications and 
Public Works. The largest part of this 
expenditure was made on the southern 
section of the Inter-American highway, 
and the Nogales-Guadalajara and 
Juarez-Mexico City highways. 

In addition to the work listed above, 
the ministry reported it had spent some 
$4,500,000 for maintenance and repair 
of federal highways on a road network 
of more than 4,500 miles. 


Venesuela—The Venezuelan Minis- 
ty of Public Works announced that 
work will begin shortly on modernizing 
Avenue Bolivar—one of Caracas’ princi- 
pal downtown streets—at a cost of about 


$3,500,000. 


England—Plans for coordinating rail 
transportation in Europe have been de- 
veloped by Sir Ralph L. Wedgwood, 
formerly a key executive in British. rail- 
toads and more recently chairman of 
the Railway Executive Committee. 

Under the plan, the first step would 


}be a fusion of the two governmental 


organizations which existed in Europe 
before the war—the International Con- 
ference on Railways, and the so-called 
“Berne” Union, which included all the 
European countries excepting Russia. 
The “fusion” organization would aim 
at increasing the volume of interna- 
tional rail transport and the efficiency 
of its operation through four main ob- 
jectives: Uniformity of physical stand- 
ards; efficient distribution of rolling 
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stock; uniformity of freight carrying 
conditions, and stability of charges. 


Power... 


Russia—At Krivoi Rog, in the 
Ukraine, the Saksagan River is sched- 
uled for considerable revamping in the 
near future. The famed Krivoi Rog 
iron ore mines are located on both 
banks of the river just above its junc- 
tion with the Ingulets River. 

Plans for restoring and extending the 
iron mines have a direct bearing on the 
future of the Saksagan, since geologic 
reports have shown huge beds of ore 
under the river bed. 

In order to reach this ore, the river 
will be diverted from its present course 
into a six-mile reinforced concrete con- 
duit, which will carry it under the 
town of Krivoi Rog and into the In- 
gulets. The conduit will be about 45 ft. 
underground. 

The project also calls for construc- 
tion of three storage reservoirs to regu- 
late flow in the river, supply water to 
mining operations and for household 
purposes, and provide small power 
sources for the region. 


France—High up the Rhone River 
in a narrow gorge south of Bellegarde, 
France, and not far from Geneva, Switz- 
erland, French construction forces are 
at work on a hydro project said to be 
exceeded in size in Europe only by 
Russia’s Dnieperstroy. Known as the 


Genissiat Dam, it consists of a con-. 


crete gravity-section dam, 340 ft. high 
and 650 ft. across its crest, a power 


house and a ship canal. Six 19-ft. dia. 
penstocks under a 210-ft. head lead 
to 70,000 kva. generating units, only 
four of which will be installed initially. 
Average annual production of the ulti- 
mate development willbe 1.6 billion 
kilowatt-hours, equivalent to about 10 
percent of the output of all of France’s 
present hydro plants. 


Ports and Harbors... 


Venezuela—Eduardo Mier y Ternan, 
Venezuelan minister of public works, 
has announced the award of a $4,500.- 
000 contract for construction work on 
the Port of La Guaira to two American 
firms—Smith Engineering Contracting 
Co. and Stevens Co., Associated. The 
contracts call for lengthening and rein- 
forcing breakwaters on the northern 
side of the port. 


Australia—The government of the 
State of Victoria announced recently 
that engineers were now conducting 
surveys at the port of Portland, in 
southwest Victoria, to determine the 
feasibility of making the city’s present 
open roadstead into an all-weather port. 


Brazil—New docks costing an esti- 
mated $1,250,000 at Pelotas, in the 
State of Rio Grande do Sul, have been 
authorized by the national government. 
This port, located on the Lagoa dos 
Patos, is located near Porto Alegre, the 
state capital, and its improvement will 
aid shipping facilities in the area. Plans 
for improvement of Port Alegre facili- 
ties for about $167.500 have been 
approved.

Biggest Hangar for Biggest Plane—The 110-ton Brabazon | airliner— 
biggest landplane yet built in England, is to be assembled in that country's 
biggest hangar.

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Push traffic problem solution plans 


Spurred by the ever increasing demands of automotive traffic, officials at 
many points last week were beginning to make concrete moves toward the 
realization of plans for providing quick transit through and around congested 


downtown businegs areas. 

At Philadelphia, Pa., Mayor Bernard 
Samuel, Public Works Director M. J. 
McLaughlin, and Gov. Edward Martin 


signed an agreement to provide for 


financing of the proposed $20,000,000° 


Pennsylvania Boulevard. 

Under the agreement, the city will 
acquire rights-of-way and pay for prop- 
erty damages, and the state will bear 
the entire cost of construction. 

City officials said that the project will 
get under way just as soon as the city 
has completed drafting of plans. 

The boulevard will extend for about 
a mile and a half from the present 
Benjamin Franklin Parkway at 15th 
St. to the 30th St. station of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad. Plans call for over- 
head crossings to carry the 90-ft. road- 
way over three intersecting roads, and 
for a new bridge over the Schuylkill 
River. 


Urge toll road 


In the State of Washington Gov. 
Mon. C. Wallgren said that he would 
“strongly urge” construction of a year- 
round, four-lane toll highway across the 
state between Seattle and Spokane, pos- 
sibly involving a tunnel through the 
Cascade Mountains at Snoqualmie Pass. 

Exact location of the road must await 
completion of a survey now being con- 
ducted in regard to the tunnel. The 
governor said that the highway, similar 
to the Pennsylvania Turnpike, would 
by-pass principal cities, but turnouts 
would be provided for local traffic. The 
road would connect western Washing- 
ton shipping and industrial areas with 
eastern agricultural regions. At present 
the principal highway between the two 
sections of the state is a two-lane road. 

At Dallas, Texas, the City Council 
ordered purchase of right-of-way for the 
projected $10,000,000 Memorial Park- 
way which will encircle the city. The 
Council also approved construction 


In Boston, Mass., traffic problem solu- 
tions took a different slant when the 
chairman of the Legislative Special 
Commission on Postwar Highways said 
recently that he would oppose further 
expenditure of state funds unless the 
city takes advantage of recent legisla- 
tion directing provision of off-street 
parking facilities. 

Edward W. Staves, chairman of the 
division and sponsor of a law passed 
by the legislature permitting Boston to 
spend $5,000,000 for off-street parking, 
said that Boston’s current traffic prob- 
lem is “the worst in the nation,” and that 
the city must now take action to pro- 
vide parking facilities. Up to the pres- 
ent time the City Council has taken no 
action on the state law. 

City councilmen reacted by reviving 
and passing to a second reading a bill 
to authorize the city’s acceptance of 
the proposed $5,000,000 state loan. 
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Tunnel is recommended 
to ease Seattle traffic 


The $5,000,000 Alaskan Way viaduc; 
for which plans now are being com. 
pleted by the Seattle, Wash., city engi. 
neering department, should be cop. 
nected with Aurora Ave., main arteria{ 
highway out of the city to the north, 
either by a tunnel or a depressed road 
way, City Engineer Charles L. Warte||- 
has informed the city council. 

“A tunnel is by far the best scheme,” 
Mr. Wartelle said, “but for financial 
reasons it may have to be a depressed 
roadway. It is becoming increasingly 


. evident that no surface connection be. 


tween the north end of the viaduct and 
Aurora Ave. will be adequate except as 
a temporary expedient.” 

The depressed roadway would be in 
an existing street, according to present 
plans. The proposed tunnel, 3,200 ft. 
long, would consist of two tubes, each 
with two lanes. The viaduct would 
carry through traffic around the main 
business district in order to alleviate 
the present traffic problem. Its con- 
struction will be followed at a later 
date by the tunnel.

Launch Planes by Electricity—forecasting possible rejuvenation of air- 


fields now outmoded by small size is the "Electropult'"—an electrically op- 
erated catapult developed by Westinghouse Electric Co. An adaptation of 
the method used fo launch ‘planes from ships, the mechanism is a linear 
electric motor delivering power in a straight line. The central portion of 
the 1,382-ft. track above corresponds to the rotor of a conventional motor. 
Over it rides a low shuttle car to which planes are attached by a cable 
yoke. Corresponding to the stator of the motor, the car draws power from 
“third rails” in the first of the long grooves, attaining speeds up to 226 mph.

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New England waterworks groups seeks 


federal stream pollution control law 


Poland Spring meeting stresses need for positive pollution abate- 
ment action—Joint committee of water and sewage groups sought 


Measures being taken to abate and 
control stream pollution, especially 
with regard to New England streams 
serving as public water supply sources 
held the spotlight at the annual meeting 
at Poland Spring, Me., last week of the 
New England Water Works Associa- 
tion. As a result, the association took 
action leading to participation with 
other water and sewage groups in an 
effort to draft and foster passage of a 
national pollution control act. 

Intent of the New England group to 
take positive rather than negative action 
in the matter of pollution control legis- 
lation is expressed in a motion unani- 
mously adopted by the meeting. 

This motion is to “appoint a repre- 
sentative to and become a member of a 
joint committee representing the vari- 
ous societies and associations interested 
in stream pollution abatement, which 
committee shall draft a suitable bill for 
federal participation in stream pollu- 
tion abatement, get it introduced in the 
Congress, and promote its passage into 
law.” 

Previously, the meeting had heard a 
representative of the regulatory bodies 
in each of the New England states 
briefly describe the problems encoun- 
tered and the progress made in 
handling stream pollution abatement in 
his state. 

Notable among the new developments 
in this regard is the attempt being 
made in Vermont to enact legislation 
permitting municipal sewer service 
charges. Proponents claim this type of 
law is needed to enable cities and towns 
to finance much-needed treatment 
plants. 


Water service improvements 


Several papers dealt with improve- 
ments to water service, both as to quan- 
tity and quality. 

In describing tae new duplicate water 
system of Toronto, Ont., William 
Storrie, consulting engineer of that 
city, pointed out that discharge of the 
city’s inadequately treated sewage into 
Lake Ontario midway between two 
water intakes necessitated “selective” 
withdrawal of water from the lake. 

Experiences with breakpoint chlori- 
nation in New Haven, Conn., water sup- 
plies were described by M. S. Welling- 
ton, sanitary engineer for the New 
Haven Water Co., who pointed out that 
although positive presumptive b-coli 


tests represented 43 percent of the total 
samples taken in 1943, this figure was 
reduced to 29 percent in 1944 and 11 
percent in 1945. For the same three 
years, confirmed tests represented 2.08, 
1.8 and 0.82 percent, respectively, al- 
though the number of portions ex- 
amined in both 1944 and 1945 was more 
than twice that for 1943. High hydro- 
gen ion concentration (pH) due _ to 
addition of lime. when combined with a 
high chlorine residual gave a distinct 
iodoform taste and apparently inhibited 
bactericidal action of the chlorine. Re- 
duction of the pH, however, corrected 
this condition.

Snow, forester of the Massachusetts 
Metropolitan District Water Supply 
Commission.

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Army Engineer posts consolidated 


The Corps of Engineers will merge its Middle Atlantic division office now at 
Baltimore, Md., with the North Atlantic division office in New York City, 


effective Nov. 1. 

The Middle Atlantic division was es- 
tablished during the war to meet the 
needs of military construction, supple- 
menting the North Atlantic division at 
New York and the South Atlantic divi- 
sion at Atlanta, Ga. 

While the functions of the division of- 
fice at Baltimore will be removed to 
New York, the Baltimore district engi- 
neer office will remain and will absorb 
the Syracuse, N. Y., district engineer 
office, which is to be discontinued. Col. 
John S. Seybold, present district engi- 
neer at Syracuse, will become district 
engineer at Baltimore. The unification 
of the two divisions and two districts 
will increase effectiveness of flood fight- 
ing and flood control in the Susque- 
hanna Valley which has been a divided 
responsibility. 

Northern areas now under the juris- 
diction of the Syracuse, N. Y., distgict 
office will be taken over in a realign- 
ment of boundaries by the Buffalo and 
New York district offices. 

The Baltimore district will be fur- 
ther augmented by an historical branch 
to prepare the Engineer phases of the 
War Department’s history of World 
War II. 


Other organizational changes al- 
ready announced are in New England 
where the functions of the Providence, 
R. L, and Boston district offices have 
been absorbed by the New England 
division office at Boston; and in the 
Southwestern division where the dis- 
trict office at San Antonio has been dis- 
continued. The functions of this office 
are to be taken over by the Galveston 
district office. 


Ohio River division moves 


Also the four divisions and branches 
and executive offices of the Ohio River 
Division, have moved from Columbus to 
Cincinnati, Ohio. Approximately 180 
civilian and military personnel were in- 
volved in the transfer. Only the con- 
tract terminations and price adjust- 
ment branches remained in Columbus, 
announced Col. R. G. West, assistant 
division engineer. In addition to the 
executive offices, the engineering, civil 
works, and real estate divisions and the 
finance branch was moved to Cincin- 
nati. Col. Beverly C. Dunn, in charge 
of the office, announced recently that he 
had transferred his headquarters to 
Cincinnati. 


Army to build reserve fleet facilities 


The U. S. Army Engineers will develop and construct five, and possibly 
six, permanent reserve fleet sites for the U. S. Maritime Commission, the War 
Department announced Sept. 17. The Maritime Commission has transferred 
$10,000,000 to the Army Engineers to cover the estimated cost of this program. 


The five assured sites will be located 
in the James River, at Lee Hall, Va.; 
the Brunswick River, Wilmington, 
N. C.; the Tensaw River, Mobile, Ala.; 
The Neches River, Beaumont, Tex.; 
and Suisun Bay, Benicia, Calif. The 
sixth site under consideration is one of 
two located in the Columbia River area. 
These locations do not include cer- 
tain sites that are to be utilized for a 
period of two or three years while dis- 
position is being made of certain over- 
age, damaged or unwanted types of 
vessels. 


Drydocks from Navy 


Each of the permanent sites will be 
equipped with a drydock for the preser- 
vation of bottoms of the vessels. A 
15,000-ton stee] drydock will be in- 
stalled at the James River site and 
12,000-ton wooden drydocks at the 
other sites. These will be surplus dry- 
docks, obtained from the Navy Depart- 
ment, and will be used for inspection 
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purposes only. If such inspection re- 
veals need of repairs on any vessel, the 
job will be handled commercially. 

The James River site, approximately 
25 mi. northwest of Newport News, was 
originally selected as temporary, but in 
view of the scarcity of suitable sites on 
the Atlantic Coast and the cost of de- 
veloping them, plus the fact that it can 
accommodate 600 to 700 vessels, the 
Maritime Commission changed it to 
permanent status. 

At the time the Maritime Commission 
requested the Army Engineers to un- 
dertake the permanent reserve sites 
program, development of the Brunswick 
River site was under way. The dredg- 
ing is now close to 50 percent com- 
pleted. Latest calculations show this 
site capable of caring for about 390 
vessels at the maximum. 

The Tensaw and Mobile rivers flow 
from the north into Mobile Bay near 
Mobile, Ala. Investigation reveals that 
a site capable of holding more than 700 
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vessels can be developed in the Tensay 
about 20 mi. from Mobile. At present, 
about 150 vessels are moored in the 
Mobile River, but it was found that 
the larger site in the Tensaw can be 
developed as cheaply as a 450-vesse] 
site in the Mobile River and the larger 
capacity site was selected. 

Difficulties encountered in acquiring 
land have delayed the commencement 
of dredging at the Neches River site, 
previously approved by the Maritime 
Commission. These difficulties have 
now been overcome. It will hold ap 
proximately 500 vessels. 

The Suisun Bay site can accommodate 
approximately 500 vessels and now has 
about 360 vessels moored in it. It was 
originally selected as a temporary site 
but has now been made permanent.

Propose a new bridge 
over Mississippi River 


First steps toward the realization of 
a long-discussed Mississippi River 
bridge to link the trade areas of West 
Tennessee and Southeast Missouri were 
taken at Dyersburg, Tenn., Sept. 15 at 
a meeting of civic leaders. 

The representatives formed a “Hands 
Across the River” committee and named 
officers to draw up plans for financing 
and building the span. The committee 
will be headed by Charles G. Ross, 
chairman of the Caruthersville Cham- 
ber of Commerce Bridge Committee. 

The site of the proposed bridge prob- 
ably would be at Tenemo, Tenn., or 
Boothspoint, Tenn., crossing the river 
in the vicinity of Caruthersville. 

In the meantime, shortage of ma- 
terials and high costs are delaying com- 
pletion of the Arkansas-Memphis bridge 
across the Mississippi and undoubtedly 
will raise the total cost of that struc- 
ture above the estimated $10,500.000. 
Although work on the 2-year contract 
for seven main piers and the Memphis 
abutment is progressing on schedule, 
the bridge cannot be completed within 
the original 3-year estimate under pres- 
ent conditions. 


Ohio and Wabash bridges also planned 


Indiana and Kentucky citizens are 
discussing the idea of building three 
new bridges across the Ohio River and 
one across the Wabash in southern 
Indiana. 

Walter G. Koch of Evansville, chair- 
man of the Indiana Toll Bridge Com- 
mission announced that Governor Ralph 
F. Gates is in favor of speeding plans 
for the four bridges. He said the 
St. Louis bridge engineering firm of 
Sverdrup and Parcel had been retained 
to draw plans. 
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OPA suspends control on 
some construction items 


Suspension of price control over some 
construction machinery and equipment 
has been announced by the Office of 
Price Administration. This machinery 
and equipment is used largely in con- 
nection with highway building and 
maintenance and to a small extent on 
large building projects. Manufacturers 
were given a 10 percent price increase 
on these products April 10. 1946. Any 
price increase following suspension 
from control is not expected to be 
larger than the additional increase 
which would be given under OPA stand- 
ards. Several items of construction 
equipment that are not being included 
apparently meet this test but are in 
such short supply that they are being 
kept under control. This is true, for 
example, of multiple use construction 
machinery. 

Construction machinery and equip- 
ment being suspended follow: Aerial 
tramways; highway barricades; tank 
car boosters; road, construction and ro- 
tary brooms; concrete chutes; asphalt 
plant circulators; concrete aggregate 
dryers; aggregate feeders; flares for 
highway use not including truck flares 
and pyrotechnic flares; street flushers; 
road and sidewalk forms; stone, sand 
bitumen heaters; heaters for concrete 
mixers, asphalt, surface and tank car; 
mud jacks; heating, bituminous ket- 
tles;: mortar boxes; plants, apshalt. 
bulk cement, soil stabilizer but not in- 
cluding portable concrete plants; float- 
ing pontoons; scaffolds and construc- 
tion towers; stump pullers; street 
sweepers and wellpoint systems. 


Materials prices increased 


Increases in the delivered prices for 
four categories of building and con- 
struction materials reflecting govern- 
ment approved rail freight increases 
were authorized Sept. 19 by the Office 
of Price Administration. 

The action, effective Sept. 23, affects 
clay and shale building brick (com- 
mon, glazed and face), structural clay 
tile. clay drain tile produced by other 
than vitrified clay sewer pipe manufac- 
turers, and sand lime brick. 

Manufacturers’ ceilings for ready- 
mixed concrete were raised by the Office 
of Price Administration on Sept. 19 to 
reflect increased costs resulting from 
rail freight and other increases on ag- 
gregate and cement approved by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and 
state regulatory agencies. 

Contractors purchasing the concrete 
will pay approximately two to three 
percent more than the former ceiling 
as a result of the action which went into 
effect Sept. 23. 


Test borings. begun 
for new Bay bridge 


Test borings to determine the best 
location for the long-debated second 
San Francisco Bay crossing have been 
begun by Ben C. Gerwick, Inc., San 
Francisco. 

First borings are being made between 
Hunters Point and the Alameda County 
shore. Further tests will be run on 
three additional lines between Tele- 
graph Hill and Hunters Point. 

Engineers of the state division of 
highways bridge department will be as- 
signed to barges conducting boring op- 
erations, Bridge Engineer F. W. Pan- 
horst said. Data kept on underwater 
geological conditions and traffic counts 
will be the major factors in final deter- 
minations of the location for a new 
crossing. 

Letting of the contract by the state 
public works department brought a 
sharp protest from California Represen- 
tative Richard J. Welch, who charged 
expenditures for test borings at this 
time were “a waste of the taxpayers’ 
money.” He declared that no particu- 
lar location should be surveyed until 
after the joint Army-Navy board which 
recently conducted a hearing on the 
question (ENR, Aug. 22, vol. p. 222) 
has made a determination of feasibility 
and the War Department has issued a 
grant for the span.

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ernment’s responsibility, not the state’s, 
and that the military board already had 
enough information to recommend a 
federal grant. 

C. H. Purcell, director of California 
public works, replied that “These data 
must be had before any intelligent de- 
termination of a site can be made.”

Four flood control dams 
proposed for Indiana 


Preliminary plans for four flood con- 
trol dams in Central Indiana costing 
$11,000,000 have been announced by 
Clyde R. Black, executive secretary of 
the Indiana Flood Control and Wate: 
Resources Commission. The fow 
projected reservoirs are in the upper 
tributaries of the East Fork of White 
River. Their cost is estimated as fol- 
lows: Flat Rock, $3,100,000; Clifty 
Creek, $1,800,000; Driftwood River, 
$3,800,000; and Sand Creek, $2,300,000. 

Eight other reservoirs in the Upper 
Wabash River area of north central 
Indiana are being considered. Engi- 
neers already are making final construc- 
tion plans for the large Cagles Mill 
reservoir south of Greencastle. Ind. 
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Col. R. E. Smyser, Jr., former com- 
mander of the European Aviation 
Engineer Command, has been ap- 
pointed engineer in charge of the St.

Houston-Port Arthur 
superhighway started 


The grading for the roadbed and 
drainage structures on the first section 
of the $25,000,000 superhighway link- 
ing Houston with Port Arthur, Tex., is 
almost finished.

Cement anti-trust order 
vacated by U. S. Court 


The U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
in Chicago last week vacated a Federai 
Trade Commission anti-trust order is- 
sued in July, 1943, against the basing 
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price system in the cement industry. 
The decision was not unanimous, but 
the majority decision criticized the FTC 
for “uncertain and indefinite terms” in 
its reasoning, for basing the 1943 order 
on findings which were not clear, and 
for a supporting brief that “does not 
dispel but increases the doubts to what 
the respondents agreed to do as a re- 
sult of the conspiracy charged.” The 
decision also criticized the FTC’s con- 
tention that small cement companies 
conspired by following the leadership 
of the big firms, saying “in all forms of 
industry would be found price leaders 
and price followers.” 

It is understood that the cement in- 
dustry regards the decisions as support- 
ing completely the industry’s contention 
that the pricing system used is legal and 
proper.

Mill River resulted in the chlorin 
residual being insufficient to protect the 
water completely. It was said that th: 
contaminated water had passed out o! 
the system by last Sunday and that no 
ill effects on the public health wer 
anticipated.

More lumber access roads 
to help housing 


Funds for fourteen additional access 
roads to out-of-the-way government tim 
ber lands have been allocated to the 
Office of Indian Affairs, Department of 
the Interior. Totaling 119.4 miles in 
length, these roads will permit the cut- 
ting and hauling of more than 33 mil 
lion additional board feet of lumber in 
1946 and 96 million board feet in 1947. 
The use of the roads will continue afte 
the Veterans Emergency Housing Pro- 
gram is concluded, Housing Expediter. 
Wilson W. Wyatt, says. 

These projects add $284,000 to the 
$1,234,000 previously allocated to the 
Office of Indian Affairs for recondition- 
ing or construction of access roads. A 
total expenditure of $15,000,000 for ac 
cess roads was authorized by the Vet 
erans Emergency Housing Act of 1946 
Most of the funds have been assigned 
to the U. S. Forest Service. 

Five of the newly-authorized roads 
are on three Montana Indian reserva: 
tions—The Flathead, Blackfeet, and 
Rocky Boys. Two each will be on the 
following reservations: Chippewa, Min- 
nesota; Cherokee, North Carolina; and 
Colville, Washington. The others are on 
the Great Lakes reservation in Wiscon 
sin, Fort Apache reservation, Arizona.

Canadian association to help engineer graduates to get jobs— 
New engineering building at Dayton—Enrollment and faculty items 


Steps are being taken by the Associa- 
tion of Professional Engineers of On- 
tario to find jobs for the many young 
men soon to be graduated from Cana- 
dian universities. A committee has been 
named to canvas key industries as to 
possible openings. At the University of 
Toronto alone, 1,400 engineering stu- 
dents are registered, many of them vet- 
erans of the World War and most will 
be graduated. 


Plans for a $500,000 engineering 
building at the University of Dayton, 
Ohio, have been announced. The insti- 
tution hopes to finance a part of the cost 
with an anticipated $200,000 federal 
grant for emergency classroom facili- 
ties. 


The Illinois Institute of Technology 
expects a peak enrollment of nearly 
7,000 students for the fall semester. It 
was prepared with an all-time record 
budget of over $5,000,000 for the open- 
ing of the fall semester, this week. 
There will be about 2,800 day students 
and between 3,000 and 4,000 evening 
school students. 


William Henry Gardner, Jr., who ob- 
tained his degree in civil engineering 
from Duke University in October, 1943, 
and who recently was discharged from 
the Navy with the rank of ensign, has 
been added to the Duke faculty as an 
instructor in civil engineering. 


Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy, Cambridge, Mass., has been au- 
thorized to construct an experimental 
laboratory for conducting research in 
solar heating. 


David L. Snader, formerly professor 
of civil engineering at Stevens Institute 
of Technology, Hoboken, N. J., has 
been appointed professor of civil engi- 
neering at Norwich University, North- 
field, Vt. In addition to a wide experi- 
ence in teaching and practicing in the 
engineering profession, he holds de- 
grees of civil and architectural engi- 
neer, Master of Arts, Master of Sci- 
ence, and Doctor of-Philosophy. 


Three thousand men and women stu- 
dents—the largest enrollment in the 
history of the institution—are expected 
at Carnegie Tech, Pittsburgh, Pa., when 
day school classes begin Oct. 1. 

Housing, complicated by the enroll- 
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ment of many married veterans, is the 
chief problem this fall. Part of the 
housing difficulties have been overcome 
with the construction of emergency 
frame units of the military type ob- 
tained from the Government from sur- 
plus facilities.

Seek building moratorium 
to help veterans’ housing 


Gov. Mon C. Wallgren of Washing- 
ton has appealed to people of that state 
to institute a voluntary 90-day mura- 
torium on industrial and commercial 
building in order that materials may 
be used to construct homes for veterans. 

He also asked that the CPA cancel 
all permits where work has not begun, 
that suppliers of critical materials chan- 
nel their entire output into the un- 
finished veterans’ homes, that mills and 
factories in the area cooperate by di- 
verting from exports and shipments to 
other parts of the United States equi- 
table quantities of materials needed for 
the local area and that industrial and 
commercial builders make inventories 
and divert any stockpiles of critical 
items into unfinished homes. 

The governor’s action had been sought 
by four state veterans’ groups, who also 
retained a full time housing expediter 
for veterans’ homes.

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Pacific Gas & Electric Co. 
to spend $21,000,000 


The Pacific Gas & Electric Co. has 
announced plans for a $19,000,000 ex- 
pansion of power generating capacity 
at its Station P steam plant at Hunters 
Point, Calif., and a $2,180,000 exten- 
sion to its San Francisco general office 
building. 

Two 100.500 hp. turbine generators 
will be installed in a new $1,870,000 
building adjacent to Station P, the 
company said. Steam will be provided 
by four outdoor boilers, each with a 
normal capacity of 450.000 lbs. of 
steam an hour. 

The office building extension will in- 
crease the size of the present 16-story 
structure by 57 per cent. involving add- 
ing ten stories to an uncompleted three- 
story Beale Street wing of the existing 
building and constructing of an adjoin- 
ing 13-story building. 

Building plans specify a structural 
steel and concrete frame with the same 
type of granite finish and architectural 
treatment as the main building. 


Allotments made for 
5-year hospital program 


Allotment figures to the states for the 
five year hospital construction program 
authorized in the Hospital Survey and 
Construction Act (Public Law 725) 
have been released by Surgeon General 
Thomas Parran of the United States 
Public Health Service. The act author- 
izes the appropriation of $3,000,000 for 
statewide hospital surveys and for plan- 
ning of construction programs, and $75,- 
000,000 annually for five years for the 
actual construction of hospitals and re- 
lated facilities. 

Of these amounts authorized, only 
$2,350,000 has been appropriated to 
date. This is earmarked for assistance 
to states in surveying and planning and 
for administrative expenses of the U. S. 
Public Health Service in connection 
with this program. 


Based on population 


The share to which each state is en- 
titled from the $3,000,000 authoriza- 
tion for survey and planning expenses 
is based solely on State population. 
For determination of the distribution 
of the $75,000,000 authorized for con- 
struction, a formula is used which takes 
into consideration both the population 
and the per capita income of each state. 

The allotments to the several states 
based on appropriations authorized in 
the act are contingent upon Department 
of Commerce certification of population 
data. Preliminary estimates are shown 
in the accompanying table. 
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Panhandle irrigation 
reduces water table 


Withdrawal of 450,000,000 gallons of 
underground water daily to irrigate 
550,000 acres on the Texas Panhandle 
plains is causing a decline in the sub- 
surface water level. according to a new 
engineering report, issued jointly by 
the State Board of Water Engineers 
and the U. S. Geological Survey’s 
ground water division, following several 
months of research in the Plainview- 
Hereford area. 

The big irrigated district is located 
on a tableland of over 3,000 ft. altitude 
north of Lubbock. The first wells were 
drilled about 40 years ago, but fewer 
than 300 were operating in 1934 when 
the irrigated acreage was estimated at 
35.000. There now are 4,500 wells op- 
erating. The water agencies compared 
wells in seven counties, showing pump- 
ing levels had declined from five to 
24 ft. between 1939 and 1946. 

The Texas legislature next year is 
expected to consider adopting regula- 
tions for underground water resources.
